Under the provisions of the bill of 

Senator Morris, 's^'hicfi passed the 
Senate by the vote of 34 to 0, every 
able-bodied male ia Kentucky virtu- 
ally is drafted to work. This bill 
which is known as the vagrancy act, 
remains in effect for six mantis af- 
ter the war. A similar measure in- 
troduced in the House by Repre.<>en- 
tative Claude M. Thomas passed dur- 
ing the early part of the week.

In a letter to "his father, Mr. Wm. 
P. Jnsher,. o( this, city* Owen Fisher. 
"mWrk £ ideiAb^r U th« Ainerican Ei- 
|»editlonar7 Pon^, now in France, 
tells a litite of his {mpreflBkma of that 
land. Mr. Fisher statea tbat a 
ChLrisUnas box shipped long before 
Clfiristmas was not received until the 
day his letter was written, on Feb- 
ruary 10. The delay was caused by 
the large accumulation of mail and 
Christmas boxes, making it almost 
impossible for the Christmas goods to 
be delivered to the soldiers on time. 
Extracts from.SCr. ViaiMrfa latter fol- 
low: 

"iQ l^raiLoe, February 2, 1918. 
• Dear pad: 

"I receiv^ed your letter of Decem- 
ber 28, aad was eertalAly ven glad 
to hear from you ajBtalil. I rat Cer- 
tainly sorry that you 1^ to tal^e the 
cake out of my box, as It would haye 
been very acceptable to me. Sweet? 
are awfully hard to get in this 
French town, and when you do get 
them it takes nearly a month's salary 
to pay for them. * * * i have taken 
out $10,000 insurance in the Soldiers 
and Sailors Insurance Fund which 
Uncle Sam has provided for us. 

"When you send me a box again 
please put in some gloves that will 
ataad hard knocks and rough uses, as 
We cannot get them here. I would 
also like to have some candy and 
cigarettes, as it is almost impossible 
to get either hereu Thia is a atrange 
country to me. The fog la so thick' 
here at nights, and «¥«n on some of 
the days you can hardly see fifteen 
feet ahead of you. * • • I hope to be 
back in good old Paris, Ky., some of 
these days. Not a good prospect. And 
just think that it takes at i least two 
months from the time I write to you 
before I hear from you again, so you 
have to figure that far ahead, at 
least." 

Under date of February 10, younjr 
Fisher writes: 

"I received your letter last night. 
It was some time in getting here. I 
also recelyed the box you sent me. 
Was very glad to get it, but for good- 
ness sake, I don't know' what I am 
going to do with all mJ stuff, as I 
have no place to carry it around with 
me. * * * I wish you would send me 
some matches, as these French 
matches you get here are absolutely 
no good. I hope I will soon get the 
box you are going to send me, as I 
am needing some chewing and smok- 1

TEACHDIO GERMAN BARRED IN 
KENTUCKY SCHOOLS 

The Kentucky Legislature by a 
vote of 58 to 18, has passed l|he bill 
introduced by Representative Van- 
hoose, of Johnson county. pro|iibiting 
the teaching of German in the public 
schools of Kentucky. One of 'the 
strongest speeches in favor of the 
passage of the bill was made by Rep- 
reasntative Claude M. Thomas, of 
Boorbon county, who said he hoped 
he would "never hear German spoken 
again In the land of liberty and en- 
lightenment." _ 

Apropos of this, THE NEWS takes 
pleasure in publiflhlBg the JtAlpiftog 
lelter from Prof?>]^Britt*i^y^, 
professor of languages at Hm Bar- 
bourville, Ky., College. Prof. Lyttle 
recently favored THE NEWS with 
an interesting communication, a 
translation from a Spanish paper re- 
garding a controversy as to the birth- 
place of Thomas Alva Edison, the 
American wizard of electricity. 
Piof. L7ttte*B letter tsUowa: 

"Barbourville, Ky., March 9, 1918. 
"Ed. BOURBON NEWS, Paris, Ky. 

"Dear Sir: I am prompted to ask 
you to extend hearty congratulations 
of an old teacher and friend of the 
youth of our country, to Representa- 
tive Thomas, of your county, and 
other members of the Kentucky 
Assembly, upon the passage of the 
bill for the discontinnaaee of Ger- 
man as a foreign^ianguage study in 
the public schools of our State. 

"As long ago as 1915, while at- 
tending the Pan-America-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco. California, to celebrate tho 
completion of the Panama Canal, 
where I was engaged as Spanish in- 
terpreter by the California State Ex- 
hibit, I saw the statement in tho 
Chronicle, one of the leading San 
Francisco and Pacific Coast newspa- 
pers, and one of the most reliable 
publications, that Germany had for 
above twenty-five years had a dogged 
propaganda in the United States 4or 
the stimulation of the study of Ger- 
man, 'not primarily for the benefit 
of the American f^chools, nor yet for 
the ulterior purpo>e of cultivating 
amicable relationship with our coun- 
try, but almost exchisively for the 
purpose of keeping, American schools 
from logically and naturally adopting; 
the other great National language ot 
America, apart from the English, the 
Spanish, as the foreign language 
stdy and thus equipping American 
busln e w men with aa effective ad- 
A antage for acquiring their share of 
the expanding business and devlop- 
ing fields of enterprise and industry 
of Spanish -America against German 
competition and intrigue.' 

"When the present war is over we 
shall probably have, if possible, less 
use for the Tetiton tongue than for- 
merly. It could be of no use to 
American youth except as intellect- 
ual exercise. Spaaish. while a new- 
wOlrid. language, is an old-world lan- 
guage, too, like English, these two 
National languages of America bein?
